It is the cus- 
tom of tho port. [ consider it the duty 
of the inspector to notify tho cuatum 
houao if he is not satisfied with tho condi- 
tion of a vessel. The Grappler was ad- 
vertised to carry passengers for 10 days 
or two weeks. I think the (irapplor was 
(piito safe; there wa.i not a sullicient 
life-preservers for all, but what there 
were could easily be got. There were 
four boats on board besides those of tho 
ship. There was ono large boat belong- 
ing to tho (irapplor left behind in Vic- 
toria, as I thought there wore sullicient 
number. Tho boat is at Dickson and 
Campbell's wharf. Tho white passengers 
were not all steerage. The cargo was 
lumber and merchandi3.c,^ and thruc- 
fourtbs of it would have been delivered 
al McAllister's place, where I expected to 
be Tuesday night or Wednoadi'.y. When 
the fire broke out Iheaded the vessel for 
the Vancouver sliore, but the wheel ropes 
were burnt and she kept going round. 
All the lives would have been saved but 
for the oxcitement of the passengers, 
wWch interfered with the lowering of the 
boats. The channel is about two miles 
wide wlioro the accident occurred. The 
ropes gave out Ju.it as 1 had steadied the 
vessel. I have boon askotl for a certifi- 
cate at the custom house whenever I had 
my name put on the vessel's register. 
Thoy asked me if I had one, and I told 
them no, and got ragistored all the same.

I consider everything pos- 
sible was done under tho circumstances. 
I did all I could, and was the Last to leave 
the vessel. This was three hours after 
the fire broke out.

The men receive two 
rupees per month, and if a man is so 
fortunate as to destroy more than 
twenty snakes during that period, he 
is [)nid tho oquivaiont of about throe 
pence per head for all in exco.ss of that 
number. In 1881 wild beast.s cau.spd 
the death of 2,757 persons, as against 
2,810 in" 1880, and tho number of an- 
imal.s killed by them every year is* 
enonnouH. Tho leopards arc, perhaps, 
tho farmers' worst foes, and the tigers 
rank next; but the wolves are acarco- 
ly le.ss destructive. In 1881 1,557 ti- 
gers and 3,397 leopards were killed.

Mr. Allen .said if. aflbniiHl him giT.it 
j)lea.surc Lo support the bill — e.speiiully 
that part, which referrod to gott.ing rid 
of the. dock. (Cheers.) Witii roganl 
ib the 3,r)00,000 acres, of land at Peacti 
rivexPhe did not earn wln'ch governtiiont 
held it so long a.s it was .settled and 
the remaining land brought to market 
in the province. ile felt that if lie 
did not .support this bill he need not 
face our constituents again. (Ciieers.) 
Hd had Received ten or twelve letters 
on the suhject, and the writers all nd 
vised liiin to support the measure. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. McLeese .said there was no 
guarantee that the hiiulK would be set- 
tled. In relation to tiie lami to be 
given, it was too much. The Domin- 
ion government gave no guarantee for 
buildipg the Island railroad. In Lord 
Kimlberley's award he says there should 
be a rea.sonablc conipen.sation; but \v(! 
were giving everything ami receiving; 
nothing. He thought the drydoek ' 
should be retained by the province, as 
he believed it would be a aource of rev- 
enue; but he looked at it iu this light 
. — we had large resources, but wo could 
not dbf.elo{) them. . We had good i reil- 
it, however, and he thou,;ht might bor- 
row money, and then those that ciune 
after us would have to bear .a -por- 
tion of the burden. Mr. Benven s mo- 
tion should commend itself to the 
Hofaw.,, 

. -jMn Eooley said ho thought he ought 
to make'somb remarks, though his po 
sition was well known. He wished 
the dock and the railway to be built, 
and the money they were out of p<ft:k- 
et on the dock refunded. The bill em- 
bodied these terms. The country 
coul{lj nptaftprd to build the drydock 
and he hoped the bill would be passed. 
The member for Nanaimo had said the 
dock would cost .$300,000 more than 
the subsidies before it was finished. 
Yesterday the engineer had shown 
that some of|thc work was costing 14() 
per cent, more than the contract price. 
He thought this was a strong ground 
forgetting rid of the dock. Jf this 
was the contract price what was that 
by day's labor, 'i'lic figures showed 
that the contractors had taken the 
dock below cost. There would he, 
moreover, the interest of money to pny 
which would amount to large llguren. 
If infhia district thtiy mentioned roads 
and bridges under such circumstances, 
he would say, you must be content 
with a small grant, for you have to 
meet the expenditure of the drytlock. 
He wan in favor of handing over the 
dock. As to the railway, the land 
now to be given" was not so much as 
that given by the Clements bill. The 
Clementii party got their charter, but no 
one would buy it. The Dominion 
Government offer to secure the con- 
struction of the line for a certain 
amount of land. Other companies had 
bad lots of time, but had not come for- 
ward. .Tlie land which was to bo giv- 
en in Peiape^'riyjar? .was inaccessible to 
' usj an^'^woVrd he'siattled and enable us 
to collect a revenue from it. When 
Mr. Beaven made his amendment lie 
must have forgotten the terms of union. 
The Dominion Goverhtu'ent'claimed a 
belt of. 2(Xmiles on either' side of the 
railway. Mr* Beayen's resolution wna, 
in factfVa'iste paper:'^''*We were indeed 
the weaker party, but ho considoi-ed 
the terms were in the interest of the 
province and he intended to support 
them. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Grant .said there were some 
prlrfciples in the bill before tbc 
Hoase which he favored and others 
tbati be o»ul3 not vote for. They had 
■■ked-£or< bread and received a stone. 
As ^ poor j)rovince ho tliought they 
should be treated difi'eyontly. As re 
jjardtf giving the iand.s, he folt if tliey 



were only colonized there was not 
much to be .saitl He did not like the 
principle of compulsion in this matter, 
in regard to the Island railway he 
would niiiier keep the iriud and give 
money to build the line, as we possess 
the best coal lands on the coast. He 
thought that the pre.sent offer was on 
the whole more advantageous than 
that of the Clements Company. As to 
the drydoek th(! Dominion was to pay 
>?2r)0,000, and all liie monies that had 
been expended, but the .section was 
somewhat vague, and i there was no 
guarantee. 

Hon. ivrr. .Smithc — Whiit .<,'uurantoo 
ivou'ul the lion, moiaber angijust I 

Mr. Grant said tjiat in tlio present in- 
stance ho did not know what guarantee 
should bo demanded. This want of guar- 
antee was Ids cliiof objectinn to the bill. 

Mr. Wilson tliought this matter would 
bo best left t(i the giants of-tlio debate. 
The Dominion was to receive the di-ydock 
and receive lands in lieu of others which 
were worthless, and al.so to recoup tho 
expenaos incurred on tho drydoek. Any- 
how the lunda and the drydoek would re- 
main in the province. But while tliere is 
trouble about parting with throe and a- 
lialf niillions of inaccessible land, tliero 
was no objection I.-ist year about parting 
witli lands under the Uleiucnts bill. It i.s 
proposed now to give nearly the saiuo 
lands to tho Dominion government to in- 
sure tlio construction of a railway from 
Es(|niinalt to Nanaimo; but they were to 
receive !s7."iO,00<) in cash. He thought, 
h<JWover, tho lino would be constructed. 
.Something liad been said about tlio prus- 
eiit ari-angenient being aaettlonient in fidl 
as a loss; but that had been explained by 
hon. Mr. Dayie. As for tho dock, it was 
never a provincial work-, although it had 
come to be considered in that light. lie 
was ill faviir, hcwovor, of parting with tho 
doek, on what ho must con.>:idor favorable 
terms, as regarded tho Peace river innds. 
The dock would cost the Doininiou one 
million to finish, and they could not be 
expected to spend tho money for nothing. 
The bill should be taken as a whole and 
passed as such. 

Mr. Dingwall said tho lands of Comox 



and — cheek (laughtei) and ho got an ad- 
ditional grant of £20,000 from the admir- 
alty towards building the dock; but in re- 
turn for that addition of £20,000 what 
did he do I lie consented to an .literal iou 
of tlio plans 5.. that th.e dock- would cost 
the provinqo.i'-tO.OOO more than was ori- 
gilially iatenilg^.

Mr. Drake .said there was some fear of 
legal trouble arising from the dry dock 
and it was in the interest of the province 
that the latter should retain the power to 
act, as it was better informed on tho mat- 
ter than the dominion government and 
would bo able to better treat With it. • 

Hiui. Mr. Smithe said tho province 
would retain the $10, (XK) and take all re- 
sponsibility in the matter. 

.Mr. MoL.iese was astonished at this 
proposition, when it had been a chief fea- 
ture of tho bill that tho dominion should 
take all the existing liabilities of tho dry 
dock, and now it waa proposed to ex- 
punge this important provision. 

Mr. Armstrong said that if the words 
wore struck out wo took all the responsi- 
bility and lost whatever benetit might 
have accrued from the dock. 

i\lr. John had been led to believe that 
this part of the clause had been made a 
chief and most important feature of the 
bill. He would vote against the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Grant took tho aaiuo ground. Tho 
house bad to deal with the billlifaerallyand 
and it waa not fair to amend this clause 
in this way.

Mr. Semlin said no provision had been 
made for settlers on proposed mainland 
railway linos, A clause anoiild be passed 
for their protection. 

Hon. iNlr. Smithe did not think it pos- 
sible for tho Dominion goveriimeiit to 
abuae this provisiou however fast they 
might hold to the letter. It was far-fetched 
to suppose that they would ever claim a 
Ijell of '20 uiile's on each side of a line to 
Port .Simpson even if any were built. He 
wouhl move that, this clause stand over. 

In answer to Mr. iSemlin he said this 
bill did not affect tho terms of union. 
Settlers would have the- same right as 
heretofore. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said the phraseology of 
the bill ilid not deed lauds held by pi't-- 
' emption but public huuU only. 



Clause 2- was Ordered to' stand over. 

Mr. Helgesen asked what was the acre- 
age of land included under clause 3. 

Hon. i\[r. Smithe, 3i>eaking approxi 
inately, said about 050, OOt' acres. 

jNIr. Dunsmuir said the original island 
bolt amounted to ^1,900,000 acres; the 
land grant' undeP tliie bjU 4td not' extend 
to Seymour Narrows. 

jNlr. Beaven asked that words be in- 
sorted in this bill similar to those in the 
Esquimau and Nanaimo .Act to tho etfccl 
that these lands be held by tho Dominion 
government in trust till the fullillinent of 
the terms embodied in the bill. 

Hon. MivDarie moved that after the 
Word "government" 6ii first line of clause 
.'! the words "for the purpose of construct- 
ing and to aid in tho construction of a 
railway between Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
and in trust to be apjpropriated as they 
may deem advisable, but" be inserted. 

Clause paaaed as amended. 

Mr. Dunsmuir, speaking to clause -t, 
saidtho ■murquis of Lome liad repeatedly 
Said that the actiiui of the late govern- 
nient had relieved the Dominion govern- 
ment of any obligation to build tho island 
railway. Ho had a letter from Sir John 
.■\. Macdonald to that efloct, 

Air. Beaven aaid he did not think Sir 
John A. Macdonald would ever liavo 
taken such a diahtuiest stand. (Hi-ssas. ) 
Tho late government had only pa.ssed ;» 
l)rivate bill when they saw tliere was iio 
intention on the part of the Dominion to 
bnild the line. 

Hon. i\[r. Drake had seen a letter from 
Sir John who had taken tho position al- 
luded to with regard to the line of railway 
and was surprised Mr. Beaven had never 
heard this fact from any ofticial source. 

Mr. (ji-aut moved that clause li bo am- 
onde<T allowing the right of way over the 
lands as previously obtained w-lien the 
property of tho province. 

Hon. Mr Smithe said it would only 
Complicate matters to amend the clause 
thus and tho right of way to coal owners 
for tr.anaportation of their coal wr)uld be 
the aaiuo as before. 

Mr. .Armstrong, on clause 7, saiil a 
price should be set on the lands in the 
Peace river country which were to be 
handed over to the Dominion govern- 
ment. 

Hon. .Mr. Smithe said that as we had 
no direct interest in the price of this 
country it waa thought advisable to con- 
code this land to tlie Dominion govorn- 
ment at their own price trusting thoy 
would deal with the tract in a liberal 
.siurit. This hind had been given in lieu 
of the large number of acres of wiu-thless 
land comprised in the original railway 
belt. Tho province generally would reap 
groat advantngo from the operation of dry 
dock, 

Mr. Duck thought that it would be 
only right to ask the Dominion govern- 
ment to fix a in-icc on l^.OOOjtXK) acre* of 
the land. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said tho Dominion 
asked for as good torms as those that had 
been given to tho Clements Co. and to in- 
duce them to give up their claim to part 
of the A''anoouver island lands had offered 
thorn additional acreage hi tho Peace 
river tlistriot. Tho Clements Co. never 
intended lo build the line to Seymour 
Narrows. 

('ommittee rose and reported progress 
and asked leave to sit again.

Hon. .Mr. .Smithe moved that in sub- 
soetioii g the words after $'250,000 on the 
7th line, down to tho word "dock," on j 
the 8tli line, be struck out and the d.ate I 
on the last line bo made .fune 2'2, 1882. ! 

A iiiendnient was carried. ■ ! 

Mr. .Armstrong moved that clauao K 
bo struck out. 

Amendment was lost. 

Clause 2 was passed. 

Mr. Orr moved that all the words after 
the w-ord "coast," in the 8tli line in sec- 
tion, to the word "the" in tho lllh 
lino be struck out. , This clause refers to 
the extension of tho railway by ferry to 
the mainland. 

Mr. Duck clmraotcriKed the anicndmeot 
as selfish and sectional. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said the amendment 
brought the sectional feeling forward in 
a very small w.ay. It was deairable that 
there should be forry connection between 
the terminus of tho main line and that of 
the island lino. 

Mr. Orr denied that he had any sec- 
tional feeling. The preaonco of the clause 
in the bill was sectional in itself, forry 
communication would be a failure. 

Mr. Beaven supported tho clauso in its 
original shape. 

The amendment was lost— only two in 
favor of it. 

The clauses from 10 to 10 inclusive, 
were passed. 

In clause '20, requiring the ue to be 
completed within iiA years from date of 
the passing of this Act, Mr. Holgoion 
moved that work be prosecuted simuUan- 
cmisly at both ends of the lino. It was 
an act of justice to people at both ends. 

Mr. Dingwall — How about those in tho 
middle! ■ (Laughter). 

.Mr. Dunsmuir sa«- no use of Ihe amend- 
ment. The company would build it in a 
way most favorable, to themaolves, and 
would objoot to be tied up in this way , 

Hon. Mr. .Smitho said tho idea waa 
good enough; but it would ho easy to 
commence at both ends and then build 
both ways from the middle. The com- 
pany must make its own arrangements. 

Mr. Semlinsaid it would make no dif- 
ference whether tho work began at both 
ends or not, tho distance between the two 
was so alight. 

T"he auiondment was lost. 

Mr. Helgesen said if the senior mem- 
ber forNanaiino was interested in thia bill 
ho could not vote on it. 

Mrr Dunsmuir aaid he had no intoroat 
in the railw,ay yet, but if a favorable bill 
was passed through this house he might 
he interested in it. He would wait till ho 
saw what kind of a bill this was. (Hear, 
hear.) 

At clauso 22 Mr. Duck complained that 
the lands would be exempt from taxation 
forever unless used by the company for 
other than railroad purposes, or leased, 
sold or alienated. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said tho clause was 
cmiied from the . 1*. R. R. Act. 

Mr. John objected to tho liinds being 
exempt from taxation. 

Mr. Duck moved in amendment that 
the lands bo exeiniit from taxation for five 
years only. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — That amendment will 
kill the island railway if passed. He read 
from the Cauadian Pacific -Act to show 
that a similar clauso existed there. Tho 
lands of the island were not as valuable as 
some people supposed. The 20-milo boll 
looked a great lump of land; but there 
were motiutaius in tho belt which would 
never bo of value for the next 500,000 
years. If the clauao passed he, for one, 
would havc^nothing. td dp with "the rail- 
way. • 

Hon. Mr. Smitho aaid if the amend- 
ment was p'lsaed tho effect would bo the 
failiuo of the island railway. He had 



traveled a groat deal between Victoria and 
Nanaimo, and had walked a week at a 
stretch without seeing 500 acres of land 
fit for cultivation. Thoru v.-as good tim- 
ber, however, and just as soon as the tim- 
ber was utilized the lands would be open 
to taxation. No company .1; would take 
hold of tlie^ railway, if ' this^.-amanctment. 
were passed beeauso the taxation would 
be i*.jO,000 a year as wild land taxation 
and of one per cent, on the value of tho 
land at i!l per acre. Ho believed in the 
whole belt there wouhl not bo 100,000 
acres of coal land. 

Mr. tiraiit aaid iMr. Duck had not 
given the nvatter due consideration and 
ho|)id ho would withdraw hia amend- 
ment. Ho did not agree with the state- 
ment of the senior membor for Nanaimo 
that tho lands were not very valuable. 
Much depended on the good manage- 
ment. 

Mr. Dunamuir replied that fur ton 
years the railway would not pay working 
expenses. Tho amendment wtuild kill 
the island railway. There waa iifi coal in 
the mountains. 'Piic rock was trap out 
of which tho coal was buriiod millions of 
years ago. He rcgretteil lo find that a 
member for Victoria should be fmind 
moving auoh aiwameudment. 

Mr. Grant here said that he hoped the 
clause would be allowed to stand. 

Mr. Pooley oppo.sed tho amendment. 

Mr. Duck said he was willing to make 
the limit 'JO years. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe slioweil that the Cle- 
ments bill waa technically the same as 
this bill. It was not likely the good 
lands would be kept from settlement by 
tho company any longer than thoy could 
help. The situation was critical and tho 
lea.st obstruction interposed by this house 
might ruin the whole scheme. If tho 
lion, gentleman would withdrnw his 
auieiidment, he (Mr. Smithe) would movo 
to add the word "occupied" to the 
clause. 

Jlr. Duck said ho did not blame Ihia 
government for the bill; but ho blamed 
the ciMintry for kicking out representa- 
tives who had served them faitlifullv at 
Ottawa. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said aome of the rapre- 
sonbitivos that weroaent to Ottawa in tho 
past wnuld not listen to reason, and that 
was why no arrangement was made yeara 
ago. It was tho cause of our suffering. 
Certain men had gone there who made 
themselves detested on both sidea of the 
house. They didn't want lo settle tho 
questions so tliey kept them open. Tho 
railway company would be only too glad 
to sell their lands. It waa Victoria only 
that wanted this railway and here was a 
Victoria member who moved a resolution 
to kill tho bill. 

Hon. Mr. .Smithe said there waa force 
in what iMr. Duck had saidi but he ap- 
pealed to him -to withdraw the amend- 
ment as being injudicious and imporiling 
tho island railway , He did not look for 
such conduct from a ''/ietoria member. 
Tho delegate at Ottawa last year had ad- 
vised thepa.ssage of this bill. 

Mr. Duck here said he would withdraw 
tho amendment, but charged hostility on 
the part of the mainland towards tho 
island. 

Mr. Duck denied that he had offered a 
factious opposition to the bill. 

Hon. Mr. Robaon said that tlio hon, 
gentleman had acted conscientiously 
throughout, but ho could not give some 
other members fln that side of tho house 
the same credit; 

On motion of hon.. Mr. Smithe the 
word "occupied" was inserted in the 
clausi;. 

In reply to Mr. Armstrong, hon. Mr. 
Davie aaid tho bill gave the company tho 
right to coal and timber contained in the 
land. 

The remainder of tho clauses weropaac- 
cd with a few verb.al amondmenta, with 
the addition of a clause legalizing con- 
tracts made by a company hereafter to be 
incorporated. 

Mr. Beaven then introduced an amend- 
ment prohibiting the employment of Chi- 
nese on the island railway or the Esqui- 
malt graving dock. 

Hon. Mr. .Smithe said the honorable 
gentleman had labored all the session to 
injure tho efforts of the government to 
cure the Ohiuese evil. There was not a 
member- who wjuld not to be glad to see 
every Chinaman outshle tho province. 
The clause would kill the chtinco of hav- 
ing tho island railway. No company 
would negotiate for the charter for five 
minutes if that clauso wore put in the 
bill. Tho Chinese wero a curse, but the 
bill must not be hampered by the inser- 
tion of thia clauao. 

Mr. Beaven denied that ho moved the 
resolution as a piece of clap-trap. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said the resolution 
would bo voted down and might bo taken 
as evidence that the house is in favor of 
Chinoso labor. Tho government as a 
government had uaed their utmost en- 
deavors lo keep Chinese labor off the pub- 
lic works, but tho Dominion government 
had taken the stand lhat they must be 
allowed t(j empl jy any labor that was 
avadable. 

Mr. Beaven here said he would with- 
draw tho amondmont. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe moved that in clause 
'2 the words bo added "That the line of 
railway before referred to shall bo one 
continuous line of raihyay only, connect- 
ing the seaboard of Britiah Columbia with 
the Canadian Paeiflc railway now under 
construction east of tho mountains." This 
would remove any chance for the Domin- 
ion govornment to claim lands in any 
part of tho province. 

The bill was then reported complete 
with amendinents. 

House adjourned till 7A o'clock. 

EVENING SESSION. 

The speaker took the chair at 7;-10. 

Mr. Orr aaked leave to move a resolu- 
tion of which ho had not given notice. 

Tho speaker said the resolution was out 
of order.
